Warhinstdn, June 9.—President Wil- 


son's reply to the German note in the 
Lusifnnki cane and the torpedoing cf 
the American ship ^iulflight was sent 
to Berlin and demands from thr> Ger- 
man govci nment its official and un- 
qualified promise that the freedom of 
the sc;xs for neutral nations be respect 
cd and, above all, that the lives and 
interests of Americans on peaceful 
mission-; must he protected at any 
cor-t, despite the relentless submarine 
warfare hein-o; conducted by Germany. 


This determination to uphold the 


rights of the United Slates, it is stated 
in hitjh quaiters, is only emphasized 
by the resignation of William Jen- 
nings Brjan. tho secretary of state. 


The note also conveyed to Germany 


the impression that the great princi- 
ple of the freedom of "the seas will be 
backed up "by tae American people, 
the most powerful nation not now in- 
volved in the European conflict, in any 
manner which may become necessary. 


The effect of the note was to inform 


Germany that while the Vnited States 
desires peace and the maintenance of 
amicable relations with the kaiser's 
go\ernment, it is useless to parlej 
about nonessentials so long as Ger- 
many does not recognize the American 
l.osition and agree to accept her ver- 
sion of what constitutes 
legitimate 


warfare en the water. 


A complete investigation has been 


made by the United States govern- 
ment, and the conclusion reached is 
that the Lusitauia was an unarmed 
meiohantman, aboard which citizens 
of the Vnited States had a right under 
international law to travel and, if en- 
countered by warships, to he trans- 
ferred to a place of safety before the 
contraband or tae ship v/as destroyed.

That he is honest in his views we do not doubt. That he would 


" sacrifice his own convictions or principles for tho sake of political 


harmony is a thing that no one who has followed his career for the 
last twenty years would accuse him of. He did not ask to sit in 
the Wilson cabinet and in leaving it, he only avails himselL' oi! .1 
privilege which other cabinet officers have exercised from the begin- 


'" ning of the government. 


We believe the American people as a whole will rely more im- 


• -plicitly on the judgment oi' President Wilson in affairs of this kind 
'"than they will on Miv,Bryan. As a public leader, as a preacher and 
,,a reformer William -T. Bryan has exercised a greater influence than 
.any other American of his time. Few in the history oC the country 
have wielded so great and so wholesome an influence.
